They should have a
written guaranty from the seller that
the machine will traverse, gnd do the
work expectad 6f it upon the heaviest
gradés of tie city, and they ean get this
if they go after it. To buy an expensive
machine of this somt in a haphazard
fashion is a raw waste of money, and
Astoria is too mear the margin of her
public indebtedness to throw any money
around loose. Most of the work cut
out for a roller is upon the steep hill-
sides and whatsoever is bought in this
line must measure up to the absolute re-
quirements of this situation, That the
old horse-roller is a horse and man killer
has been known here for a long while,
and it is far too light to thoronghly key
the erushed rock that simply must be
keyed if it is to do the seryice expected
of it.
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CHAMBERLAIN'S BLUNDER.
